GREAT-GREAT GRANDMOTHER 


A holograph letter of H:.R-H. the Duchess of Kent, 
mother of Queen Victoria and great-great-grandmother 
of H.R.H. the Duke of Kent who visits Oshawa tomorrow, 
is one of the many personal documents of Royal and 
eminent persons which are to be found in the collection 
of R. N. Johns, 86 Brock East. 

With appreciated thoughtfulness, Mr. Johns brought 
the Duchess of Kent letter to the editorial office The 
Oshawa Daily Times early today, and is addressed to a 
“Mrs, Pitt’ who has not been identified Tr is evident 
that she was a member of Her Royal Highness’ intimate 
circle of friends and, very probably, was related in family 
descent to the Earl of Chatham 

The letter was worded as follows: 


ingestre House, 13 June, 1840 

“Many thanks for your most kind and feeling let- 

ter. You have expressed in your letter my own feelings 

—I cannot say more. I have not recovered from the 

horrible shock although my heart is full of gratitude to 

Providence, Believe me always to be, my dear Mrs. 
Pitt, your sincere and grateful friend, Victoria.” 


In a postscript, the daughter-in-law of King George 
If added, “Remember me to your son. I heard from 
the Duchess of Cobourg. She is well. I have delivered 
your message to the Queen and Prince Albert, They are 
both very grateful to you.” 

It is believed that this letter’s reference to a “hor- 
rible shock" was in connection with one of the few at- 
tempts, or seeming attempts, made to assassinnte Queen 
Victoria who, in 1840, had been reigning only three years.

RUMOR OF FOUL PLAY 


Pickering Worker Died 
as Result of Fall From 
CNR. Bridge— 
Known by Several 
Names 


(Special to The Times) 

Pickering, Aug. 21—What Crown 
Attorney Allin F. Annis termed 
“more rumors, unlikely to be sub- 
stantiated, than I have eyer known 
in such a case," was scotched Jast 
night by the verdict of a coroner's 
jury on the death of Jeseph Eu- 
Bene Herringer, Pickering munl- 
tions worker. The jury ruled that 
Herringer ‘died in Oshawa General 
Hospital at 9 a.m. on August 15th 
from injuries recelved in a fall. We 
believe it to be an accident as there 
is no evidence of foul play or of 
the man being hit by a train.” The 
jury’s verdict was returned aftér 
five minutes deliberation. 

‘The inquest revealed that Her- 
ringer, known in Plckering os Da- 
vid Sounders, had also used the 
names of David Mason and George 
Mitchell in his home town of 
Brampton. He had given the name 
of ‘Saunders to Allan Reld, first 
man to reach him as he lay in a 
dying condition at the foot of the 
CNR, railroad bridge over Church 
Street, the hearing wos informed. 

Provinclal Constable Harold 
Quantrill stated that he arrived on 
the scene about 400 pm, on the 
afternoon of the accident. "We 
were not informed of the accident 
until nine or ten hours after it oc- 
curred)" he stated. 

Gaye Name and Number 

Allan Reid, employed on the 
Highway bridge north of the ON.R. 
bridge, sald he first saw Herringer 
lying at the foot of the west pler 
and that he found him to be badly 
injured. 

“He told me his name was David 
Saunders and his number 1392. T 
dashed to call an ambulance,” Reld 
related. “Did you see his lunch 
boxes?” asked the Crown. “Yes. 
‘There were two, and they were 
both full,” 

‘There has been too much gossip 
about this case,” the Crown com- 
mented, 

Dr. Hall, Oshawa, stated that » 
post-mortem showed death dus to 
hemmorhage of tie brain and ab- 
domen. From hifeexamination it 
was evident the mfn had died from 
a fall and thereywas nbsolutely no 
evidence of foul play, Dr. Hall de- 
clared, 

Mrs, David Warren, Herringer’s 
Tandlady, stated that the deceased 
man had been employed at the 
plant since only the previous Mon- 
day and that the extra lunch box 
he was carrying at the time of his 
death was one he was taking to 
a fellow worker, also n boarder at 
Mrs. Warren's home, 

Evidence of Reld as to Herring- 
er's remarks and his condition, was 
corroborated by Giles Tran ond 
Fred Dunk, two more workers at 
the highway bridge nearby. J. W. 
Ross, district trainmaster, testified 
there were no westbound move- 
ments of trains at the time of the 
accident and that as it was o 
double track Herringer could not 
have been forced off the bridge by 
# train in any eventuality. 

Mrs. O. Herbert and Mrs. Gladys 
Stoddard, both of Brampton, sald 
that the deceased had been known 


there as "Daye Saunders, Daye 
Mason and George Mitchell”, Mrs. 
Stoddard testified that one day 


While ‘Herringer was boarding at 
licr residence in Brampton his reg- 
Sstration card had fallen out on 
the dresser and she found it bore 
the name of "Dave Saunders.” 

Dr. Hall also testified that $170 
in bills had been removed from the 
eceased) man's person in the Osh- 
awa hospital, Provincial Constable 
Quantrill’ produced the birth cer- 
fiticnte of the deceased bearing the 
name Joseph Eugene Herringer and 
registered at Mildmay, Ontario, in 
1800. 

‘There have been few cases in 
Which more rumors, unlikely to be 
Substantinted, have bene put forth, 
Tf anyone has any additional evi- 
dence to offer, now is the time for 
them to come forward,” declared 
the Crown. Coroner Dr E. V.

Resigns Seat as Protest 


All supporters of moral government and 
clean politics will whole-heartedly endorse 
Mr. A. J. Haines, M.P.P., Lincoln, for his 
upstanding protest over miscontrol of the 
Liquor Control Board of Ontario. Mr. 
Haines, though a Liberal in politics, felt it 
his duty to resign the seat he holds in an- 
swer to the granting of an authority to sell 
wine and beer to a hotel in St. Catharines, 
which is within his riding, despite protest 
of the city council and a large body of citi- 
zens, which he endorsed. 

Unanswerable in logic, a London Free 
Press editorial on Mr. Haines’ resignation 
sums up: 
iquor contro) should be liquor control 
and not an attenipt to broaden the sale of 
spirituous liquors.” 

The Free Press editorial noted that Mr. 
Haines, in tendering his resignation as a 
member of the Provincial legislature, de- 
clared that the issue he takes with his 
party leadership is broader than the mere 
question of granting of a license to a par- 
ticular hotel. It involves the question, he 
pointed out, “whether or not a government 
may ignore and flout the expressed wishes 
of the people and their elected representa- 
tives.” 

“At this distance,” the Free Press re- 
marked, “it is difficult to understand all 
the local issues which might be involved, 
but on general principles Mr. Haines is 
right. 

“There is local option whether a olty or 
@ municipality wants beverage rooms or 
not. Surely there should be some recogni- 
tion of local option as to the granting of 
new licenses. 

The Times believes with The London 
Free Press that liquor contro! should be 
liquor control so long as the Province of 
Ontario remains in the liquor business.

War Reviewed 
Day By Day 


(By EDWARD E. BOMAR) 


Washington, Aug. 22—(AP)—The 
threatened seizure of Leningrad and 
further Nazi triumphs in the Ux- 
raine pince Rusian chances in a 
gloomy light although the outlook 
is not desperate. 

The uncertainty that continues 
to cloud the ultimate outcome of 
the attempt to crush Russia before 
snow files remains the most sig- 
nificant feature of history's great- 
es$ military campaign. 

‘The reeling Russian glant fs still 
grimly fighting. A few more days of 
the bloody struggle may disclose 
‘whether he can absorb such plinish- 
ment as the loss of the old Czarist 
capital and key Soviet industrial 
centre, along with Odessa and Klev 
in the south. 

‘These prospective blows would be 
staggering, but they would be im- 
portant chiefly as a means to the 
end of destroying the resistance of 
stubborn Soviet armles which have 
managed thus far to fisht and fell 
back in defiance of Berlin's repeat 
€d claims of destruction. 

No fair balance sheet could’ con- 
ceal, nevertheless, that the first tro 
months of the battle of titans has 
brought the German legions within 
sight of decisive victory. 

Mich of the richest areas of the 
‘Usraine and White Russia has been 
overrun, even though, as Moscow 
asserts, they contain now only 
scorched flelds, wrecked olfles and 
rulned factories. 

‘These ore clear facts, without 
Tegard to the Iatest Nazi claim that 
fiye millon Russian troops have 
been killed, wounded or captured 
thus far. This figure, parenthetlc- 
ally, is almost exactly twice the 
number of men Under arms credited 
to the Russians at the start of the 
fighting by the most authoritative 
military sources. 

‘Topping all entries on the Rus- 
sian aide of the ledger is the cer- 
tainty that substantial mrmed forces 
are still in the field after two 
months, and that = Soviet officlal 
spokesman can say unblinkingly 
that “there {s no alarm or pessim- 
fem in our ranks.” Tt Js still possible 
that ‘the war in the East has only 
begun." 

Remnants of Field Marshal Bu- 
denny's army and’ a superior Rus- 
sion Black Sea fleet bar the way 
to the Caucasus. In point of terri- 
tory the German conquests are still 
Jess than those of the first Great 
War, 

‘Until now there has been no hint 
of disunity such as made the Nazi 
triumphs in Western Europe and 
the Balkans easy. 

It may be recalled that at the 
close of the first month, the Ger- 
mans claimed thelr foes no longer 
had a continuous line of defense, 
and were split up into disconnected 
groups which no longer appeared to 
operate under a unified central 
command. 

Even then Berlin was insisting 
that the Soviet armies were break- 
ing up. Disintegration appears to be 
& long process.

Empire Survey of War 
Effort Made Public 
by Oshawa Barrister 


Empire-wide survey of the herolc| 
parts played by Jews in this war 
has been obtained by Louis S. Hy- 
man, prominent Oshawa barrister. 
Hightest tribute of all, perhaps, was 
paid by General Sir Archibald Wa- 
yell, triumphant commander of 
British and Imperial forces in Af- 
rica early this year when, as Prime 
Minister Churchill predicted, Mus- 
solini's empire was torn to shreds 
He declared that Jewish units who 
took part in the western desert 
fighting showed “remarkable cour- 
age and a splendid spirit of self- 
sacrifice,” 

South African Jewry has contrib- 
uted much to that Dominion’s 
fighting forces, The first South Af- 
mlosn filer to be killed on the West- 
erm Front was Pilot Officer Harold 
Rosofsky of Johannesburg. Other 
South African Jews to distinguish 
themselves are Flying Officer Brian 
Ven Mentz, Distinguished Flying 
Cross, and Sergeant Pilot Jocelyn 
Friendly, Distinguished Flying 
Medal. A famous Cape Town Regi- 
ment contains nearly 109 Jevis, 

Field Marshal Smuts recently 
stated, “In the years following the 
war, it will surely be remembered 
that, whoever else faltered or failed 
the Jews played thelr part by the 
side of the Alle:

AS MIDSHIPMAN IN RANK 
THOUGH SOVEREIGN’S SON 


King George V's youngest sur- 
viving son, Prince Edward Alexan- 
der Edmund, was born in 1902, and 
followed the example of his two 
elder brothers by commencing his 
career as n naval cadet instead of 
going to a public school like Prince 
Henry. 

Like the two Royal Princesses of 
the present Monarch, he and his 
brothers were immensely popular 
with the people of England. An il- 
lustration of this is found in a de- 
cription of them after King 
George's coronation by Colonel Ro- 
bert J. Blackham, 

"As thelr coach was drawn up 
within a few yarils of me, I can 
testlfy to the shy but genuine 
pleasure with which they acknowl- 
cdged the salutations of the spec- 
tators. It was abundantly evident 
that the Royal children were ex- 
tremely popular, and thelr recep- 
tion at all parts of the route was 
one of the most charming fea- 
tures of the homeward journey to 
the Palace.’ 

Prince George became a midship- 
man in 1921 and a Lieutenant in 
1976, but his training differed in no 
way at all from that of other naval 
cadets, When his brother, the 
Prince of Wales, was visiting at the 
Island of Gibraltar where Prince 
George happened to be with his 
ship, & problem arose because of 
nayy rules which the princes did 
not dream of ignoring. 

Since he was still a midshipman, 
and midshipmen are not allowed in- 
side the officers’ wardroom, Prince 
George could not dine with his bro- 
ther on the ship. So, the Prince of 
Wales, on his way to represent his 
royal father among the great 
princes of India, dined with the 
“snotties” in the gunroom of Prince 
George's ship. 

Being unable to satisfy his ambi- 
tions in one of the Fighting Ser- 
yioes because of poor health, the 
Prince wisely decided to serve his 
country in a clvil government de- 
partment, and he entered the For- 
elgn Office where he hoped to gain 
experience which would be of the 
utmost value to him either in the 
Diplomatic Service or in carrying 
out the duties of Proconsul tn one 
of the Dominions. 

Deyoted to his brothers, Prince 
George was constantly seen as their 
close personal friend on private oc- 
casions. 

He shared the enthusiasm for 
golf of the’ Prince of Wales, and 
before the two weve married, no- 
thing seemed fo glve them greater 
pleasure thon to get down to 
Coombe Hill Golf Club for a quiet 
round together. ‘They were both 
pupils of the distinguished profes- 


sional, Archie Compston, 

He also nccompanied his eldest 
brother on a tour of Canada in 
1927, when the young prince quite 
captured the henrts of Canadians 
by his charm and ease of manner. 
On August 18, they spoke at an 
Empire Clitb banquet in Vancouver 
where the young Sailor-Prince de- 
lighted the diners by his witty al- 
lusions to his brother 

In New York, where they also vis- 
ited, they went incognito to a cin- 
ema. On leaving, they found a huge 
crowd of about @ couple of thous- 
and people swarming around the 
theatre door. The Prince sald: 
‘Someone has given us away,” but 
he was mistaken, for he found the 
strong, Irish arm of a policeman 
interposed between him and the 
crowd with the command: “Stand 
back, me bhoys, for Greta Garbo!"" 

‘This story shows that there are 
other international personalities be- 
sides princes 

Always great travellers, the 
princes thought nothing of covering 
wide distances in short periods of 
time. When his father's illness was 
reported to Prince George who was 
then serving on a ship stationed at 
Bermuda, he set off immediately 
for New York, from which port he 
left by one of the fastest liners for 
England, He was obeying the call 
of love, as all the rest of his bro- 
thers did to a man. 

From the royal court of Greece, 
the Prince brought home the prin- 
cess who was to be his bride . - 
Marina, beautiful and talented, who 
Was accepted by all with joy. To 
the King, she presented his fifth 
grandchild and third grandson. He 
is named Edward, after the uncle 
who was his soverelgn. Prince Ed- 
ward was born exactly one year af- 
ter his father, Prince George, was 
created Duke of Kent. 

Comparisons are always odious 
and it Js not fair to assess the re- 
Iative good looks of the King’s sons 
However, it may be asserted that 
Prince George is a very handsome 
gentleman and {s gifted with great 
charm of manner, 

Before the war he relieved his 
elder brothers of m great deal of 
work In connectfon with public 
functions, and was particularly in- 
terested in laudable phases of social 
reform, 

In the Spring of 1939, it was an- 
nuuinced that he would go to Aus- 
tralia as goyernor general, but he 
gave up pis plan when war was dev 
clared, [Since that tlme, he has 
been taking his part in building up 
England's fighting forces, and wl:l 
probably continue until all the 
struggle is over, and then take an- 
other dipolmatic position.

In 1791 Royal Visit 


Oshawa’s Royal Guest on Satur- 
day is not the first Duke of Kent 
to visit Ganada. Incidentally, the 
title which is borne by the youngest 
brother of the King 1s one that ap- 
pertains to the Crown. Some 150 
years ago, the father of Queen Vic- 
torla, a son of King George III, 
made the long and arduous fourney, 
to British North America. Trans- 
portation in the year of his visit, 
1791, was still at the most rudimen- 
tary stages. There were ocean-fly- 
ing airplanes, swift motor cars, and 
railway trains such as haye recently 
served to expedite the visit of His 
Royal Highness to Canada. 

Citizens of Niagara Falls still 
cherish the tales passed down to 
them of the first Duke of Kent's 
gracious acceptance of the humble 
means of conveyance provided for 
him and his suite in those far-off 
days, . 

‘The first time Niagara Falls had 
the distinction of a royal visitor was 
in 1791 when the Duke of Kent, 
father of Queen Victoria, was there. 
In those early days—the days be- 
fore the division of the province of 
Quebeo Into Upper and Lower Can- 
ada—tho land carriage between 
Quebec and Montreal was by Cann- 
dian caleche, drawn by a compact 
French pony with Jean Baptiste on 
the box, whip and reins in hand 
and pfpe In his mouth 

French Caleche 

His Royal Highness gladly ac- 
cepted such humble conveyance for 
himself and sulte in preference to 
going by the more tedious river 
route; arriving In due time at 
Montreal—a journey at that time 
of no small moment; thence to 
Lachine, 12 miles. At Lachine His 
Royal Highness took n Canadian 
batteau manned by hardy voya- 
Beurs to dare the rapids of the 
mighty St, Lawrence, After & 
Htrong pull, they reached still water 
at Oswegatch!, now Odgensburg. 

At Oswegatchi the royal party 
Was met by a pleasure barge from 
Kingston, manned by seamen and 
military, accompanied by Peter 
Olarke, then clerk of tho legislative 
council, From thence they were 
fpeedily rowed to Kingston, where 
the King’s schooner, the "Mohawk" 
Was In waiting to receive the royal 
Hsitor, 


after a tedious passage, safely 
Teached Nayy Hall, the headquar- 
ters of Governor Simcoe. As soon 
as horses, with saddles and bridles, 
could be mustered, the royal party 
wended thelr way, by narrow river 
road, on the high banks of the Nia- 
gara to the falls, 

‘The only tavern, or place of ac- 
commodation, ¥as a log hut. There 
the royal party alighted and par- 
taking of such refreshment as 
horses, with saddles and bridles, 
Indian path through the woods to 
the Table Rock overlooking the falls. 

‘There was a mide Indian Inder 
to descend to the rocks below—160 
feet—of which the Prince availed 
himself, and after haying satisffed 
his curlosity, the’ party again re- 
mounted their steeds and pursued 
thelr course bac to Niagara village 


nnd eventually bac to Eastern Gan- 
ada.

He succeed- 
ed Major General Sir James Mac- 
Brien, who was responsible for the 
introduction of aircraft a5 an arm 
of the service. 

Because of the wild state of the 
Dominion to the west of Manitoba, 
the force was created. Lawlessness 
Was rampant and grew to such pro- 
portions that the Red River, or the 
first Riel Rebellion, was born Lord 
Wolseley was responsible for quell- 
ing this dangerous uprising, 

From the Royal Artillery in Eng- 
land to the North West Mounted 
Police, as the force was at one time 
known, came the first commission- 
er, Col. G. A. French, who led the 
forces across the prairies for 2,000 
miles to strike at lawlessness. The 
expedition was successful and re- 
sulted In making peace with the 
Indians and consumating treaties 
With the Dominion government. The 
famous Sitting Bull gave the country 
a lot of trouble after his Sloux tribe 
came into Canada following an en- 
counter with Custer. But the firm 
hand of the Mounted stayed the 
trouble-making tendencies of the 
noted tribal chief and he -eturned 
to the United States with his band 
of cut-throats, 

Gradually the Mounted set up 
posts in the Northwest Territories 
and no small measure of respect 
was held for the force. Forty-two 
years ago the force was held in the 
highest regard by law ablding citi- 
zens and in terror ‘by lawbreakers, 
Seldom did the force fall to mn 
down criminals and it was from this 
efficient state that the Mounted be- 
came known as the force that al- 
ways got its man. 

“Maintain the Right™ 

It has been pointed out, however, 
time and again, thai the motto of 
the force {s not “Get Your Man," 
but “Maintain the Right.” ‘This 
motto sppears on the crest of the 
force. 

The name of the force was 
changed to Royal North West 
Mounted Police 35 years ago, go- 
tice of the change being contained 
in the coronation honors. Canada 
continued to grow, and the task of 
the Mounted was greatly increased. 
The following nine years saw many 
changes In the Dominion and then 
came the Great War. The strength 
of the force was lergely depleted as 
men were detailed to accompany 
soldiers overseas, particularly to 
France and Siberia. 

An amalgamation of the Royal 
North West Mounted Police and 
the Dominion Police took place 19 
Years ago and the name of the force 
has since been Royall Canadian 
Mounted Police. The force has a 
roving commission. It is entitled to 
enforce Dominion statutes and also 
moye into towns and other muni- 
cipalities when the occasion arises 

Horses Replaced

5 cups (2% Ibs.) juice.

‘To prepare juice, remove blossom 
and stem ends from about three 
pounds fully ripe fruit, and cut 
apples in small pleces. Do not 
Peel or core. Add four cups water, 
cover, simmer 10 minutes. Crush 
yilth masher and simmer, covered, 
five minutes longer. Place fruit in 
jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out 
juice.

Bring 
to a boil over hottest fire and at 
once add fruit pectin. stirring con- 
stantly.

minute. Remove from fire, skim, 
pour quickly.

GO EASY IN PRE-SCHOOL 
TEACHING 

Thousands of cansclentious moth- 

Jers are wondering what thelr child 

|should be taught before entering 

school. 

In the sense of formal teaching, 
fas of reading, spelling and aorith- 
nietic, the child had better haye no 
teaching at all before he enters the 
first grade, 

It might, however, do no harm, 
eyen do some good, if he learned a 
few of the letters of the alphabet. 
Also he might learn to print a few 
of them. He might also learn to 
recognize, at play, some of the 
number symbols from 1 to 10, to 
count that far and to get the mean- 
ing of numbers, Play with domino 
blocks is useful to this end, Play 
with Flinch cards ts helpful to get 
acquainted with the names and 
| figures and to learn their relative 
J order values. 

Names of Objects 

Some parents had better not 
bother about these matters at all, 
because they may grow too eager, 
press the chilld too far and expect 
too much of him, and cause him to 
hate these things before he enters 
school. 

Because 


the young child's eyes 
are poorly co-ordinated, it is not 
wise to teach him to read before 
he enters the first grade. Not what 
he can do, but what it is well for 
him to do, is a good rule, If, to 
make you happy, you must do 
something toward his reading, make 
a few large placards with words 
printed boldly on them, one to each 
card, as the name of ® familiar ob- 
fect about the home, attaching 
each card to the approprinte object.

Was Scene of History- 
Making Functions 
When Their Majesties 
Visited Canada in 1939 
—Duke Was First a 
Guest There in 1927 


Historic old Rideau Hall, home 
of Thelr Majesties the King and 
Queen during their stay in Ottawa 
At the time of the royal’ visit in 
1939, was also the home of His 
Royal Highness the Duke of Kent 
during his vislt to Ottawa since ar- 
riving in Ganada recently. ‘The 
Duke will stay at Rideau Hall 
again upon his return to Ottawa: 

Some changes had {o be made in 
the rambling old residence for the 
visit of the King and Queen but 
the atmosphere remained truly Ca- 
nadian, In the many rooms, and 
along the corridors were placed 
Scores of fine Canadian pictures 
‘They were loaned by the National 
Gallery of Canada and are works 
of talented men and women of this 
country as well as other lands, But 
matnly they were a painted mosaic 
of Canadian life, historical and 
pastoral. Some recorded in bold 
splashes of color notable events of 
early Cannda. others the beauty of 
urban and rural life, picturesque 
scenes of Winter, of frozen rivers, 
Tugged roads, the market places, 
old streets, the people of Canada 
The paintings were selected with a 
nice consideration for the occasion. 

Everything was in good order for 
the Royal couple. Rooms had been 
newly decorated and rearranged. 
‘The objective was comfort rather 
than stiff formality and it was ach- 
feved, 

Truc, the vice-regal residence ts 
®& rambling structure, Often it has 
been detcribed as outmoded for its 
purpnse, But it has been so vital a 
part of Canada’s official life, has 
noquired so) great n richness of 
character by the memorable asso- 
clations of the past seven decades 
since confederation of the prov- 
inces was forged, that there is no 
serious thought of it being aban- 
doned for something more modern 

At Rideau Hall, Their Majesties 
had a home in Gannda for the first 
time, but the Soverelgn has been 
represented in the residence thers 
of the 15 Governors-General since 
1867. When the King entered the 
Royal Standard of red, blue and 
gold was hoisted’ on the flagpole 
top the bulldicy, replacing the 
Plue and gold flag of the Governor- 
General. The King of Canada was 
in residence at the "Buckingham 
Palace" of this nation of his British 
Commonwealth. 

Canadian Theme 

On wie walls of the sitting room 
set aside for the Queen there were 
the valuable original illustrations 
of Maria Chapdelaine, done by 
Clarence J. Gagnon, a skilful pic- 
torial key to this great Canadian 
novel. 

Old Rideau Hall has played a 
Unique part in a 72-year’ span of 
the official life of Canada and yet 
its origin was not offictal. Thomas 
McKay built the nucleus of the 
yresent vice-regal residence in 1838 
He had come from Montreal to tho 
then thriving settlement of Bytown 
to help in the construction of the 
Rideau Canal under the direction 
of Colonel By, of the Royal Engi- 
neers. Bytown was named after this 
officer for it was through his work 
there that it began, McKay built 
the Ottawa locks and other impor- 
tant sections of the canal, He prof- 
fted thereby and decided he would 
éstablish his permanent home there, 
purchasing 1,000 acres of Innd tak- 
ing in the area around the present 
grounds of Government House. 

The original dwelling was two 
storeys high and of cut Mmestone. 
Tt was 73 feet by 43 feet in size, 
very large home in those days and 
for many years after it was finish- 
ed it was pointed out as a show- 
place of the district. First styled 
“McKay's Castle” and later “The 
Crstle", the house was given the 
nome Rideau Hall by a daughter of 
Thomas McKay, Mrs. T. C. Keefer. 
‘The name has remained the popu- 
Yar one ever since although offi- 
cially the vice-regal residence 1s 
Known a8 Government House. 

First Owner 

It may be appropriate to record 
tMiat Thomas McKay became prom- 
dnent in public affairs, He served as 
whtden of Carleton County and 
some years afterwards was appoint= 
ed {o the Legislative Council of 
Upper Canada. He was then the 
Honorable Thomas McKay. T. ©. 
Keefer, of Montreal, a great-grand- 
fon of Mr. McKay, today treasures 
fa silver cup which Colonel By pre- 
sented to his great-grand{father.

74 
feet, also was created, Rideau Cot- 
tai 5 constructed asia residence 
for the military secretary, a post

Many Memories 

‘The ballroom, where the state 
dinner at which the King and 
Queen were present, Js the same 
room in which state dinners are 
held on the eve of the opening of 
Parliament and where many bril- 
Mant functions take place during 
the official season: Tt wns added 
in 1873, together with the sports 
court. When the Earl of Minto was 
Governor-General, in 1900, a two- 
storey and J/isement building was 
erected at the southeast end of 
Ridea Hall, The present green- 
houses were bullt in 1907 when 
Earl Grey was Governor-General 
and in 1913, when the hall became 
a royal residence with the Duke of 
Connaught, uncle of King George 
V, a5 Governor-General, the cloak 
room was built. A year later the 
Dresent three-storey stone front 
was constructed. 

From the account of the changes 
Jn the orlginal Rideau Hall, one 
may understand why it 4s spoken of 
®5 a rambling structure. It had to 
be made Jarger ns the official avtiv= 
itles of which it Is the centre in- 
creased in scope. Normally, of 
course, it 1s the home of the Gov- 
ermor-General and family, but ac- 
tually there are few occasions when 
dinners strictly are en famille, 
‘There 15 a frequent coming and’ go- 
ing of guests, at tines leading Ca- 
nadians, visitors from the British 
Isles and alto from the United 
States, 

King George V and Queen Mary, 
then fhe Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York, stayed at Ri- 
deou Hall in 1901, At that time the 
Earl of Minto was the Governor- 
General and the Countess of Minto, 
the chstelaine, The Duke of Wind- 
sor, then Prince of Wales, visited 
the Hall in 1919, and again in 1927 
with his brother, the present Duke 
of Kent. The former King and 
Queen of Siam were Rideau Hall 
guests in 1931 and in 1997, Prince 
Chichibu, brother of the Emperor 
of Japan, and the princess, were 
guests of the Governor-General 
and the Lady Tweedsmulr.

Gain New Confidence 

Thess changes gave to English- 
men new confidence in themselves.

Public 
pride attained a high level. So 
much £0 that the Spanish ambas- 
sador at Henry's court wrote in a

Until the reign of Henry YyIT 
there were no ships used exclusive-

Establishes the Navy 

Henry VI, who gaye encourage- 
nient to the extension of commerce, 
Tealized that it was economically 
unsound to interrupt the mercantile 
marine for purposes of war.

King Became Interested 

Tn consequence of his loss it was 
rot until 1498 that he gained audi- 
ence with the King, Henry was {n= 
terested. He gave the supplicant 
for ald his blessing, but nothing 
biore, and so lost the distinction 
that went to King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella of Spaln, of having 
made possible the discovery of a 
New World. 

The success of Christopher Col- 
Umbus Inspired a Venetian named 
John Cabot and his three sons. 
Sebastian, Lewis and Canctlous to 
fipproach King Henry. Unlike the 
Genoese they did not ask for fin- 
ancial ald, but simply permissfon 
to sall under the flag of Britain. 
The King gladly assented and the 
manner of his doing so was record- 
ed 

"The King, upon the third day 
of February, in the 13th year of 
bis relgn, gave license to John Ca- 
bot fo take six English ships in any 
baven or havens of the realm of 
England, being of the burden of 
200 fons or under, with all neces- 
Sary furniture, and to take, also, 
into the sald ships, all such mas 
fers, mariners and subjects of the 
King as might be willing to go with 
him? 

Discovery of Newfoundland 

With this clearance ths Gabots 
salled and discovered Newfound- 
land and the coasts of what are 
now the Canadian Maritime Proy- 
inces. King Henry was delighted 
He was officially credited with hay- 
ing bestowed 10 pounds “upon hym 
who first found the new land.”

Thomas de Holand, or Holland, was 
summoned to Parliament as the 
Earl of Kent.

At his death, the title again be- 
came extinct.

Montreal Senator Says 
French Canada Objects 
to Absorption Proposal 


Geneva Park, Lake Couchiching, 
Aug. 72 (OP)—A French-Canadian 
speaker yesterday expressed what 
ho said was the opposition of 
French Canada to a suggestion by 
8 British professor of & complete 
political union of the British Com: 
monwealth and the United States 

In a speech to the Canadian In- 
stitute of Public Affairs in confer- 
ence here, Prof. R. B. Mowat of the 
University of Britol, England, de- 
clared his faith in such a union and 
rdded that "I do not care who 
Would be absorbed by who.” 

Speaking after Professor Mowat, 
Senator L. M, Gouln of Montreal 
told the conference French Canada 
{5 opposed to absorption by the 
United States. A political unfon 
such ms suggested by Professor Mo- 
wat might as well be called annex- 
ation, he added. 

“We like the Americans, but stop 
when !t comes to the question of 
becoming absebed by our great 
powerfiil neighbor,” Senator Gouln 
sald. 


Opposes “Annexation” 
*I am opposed to annexation and 

would accept it only if the only 

other way was Nazi domination." 

French Canada, he added, wanted 
first to keep the national {dentity 
of Canada “and within that count- 
ry we want to keep the {dentity of 
our natlonality.” 

Professor Mowat had sald that {f 
a person does not want such a un- 
fon “dozens of reasons could be 
advanced against it, but if they 
want jt they can get dozens of rea- 
sons for it. 

Tp carry it out simply depended 
on “himan yillpower and therefore 
ts not impossible.” 

He told Thomas Moore of Ottawa, 
president of the Trades and Labor 
Congress, who had questioned him 
cn the time element of the unfon 
project that “there is no such thing 
as doing it by stages. Our best 
actions are spontaneous. 

“The one time when this unlon 
can be achieved 1s when the United 
States enters the war.” 

Haye Thought of Union 
Other speakers continued the 
cJscussion on the political union, 
Professor W. P. Maddox of the Un- 
iversity of Pennsylvania saying that 
people in the United States “have 
been thinking much on the idea 
of « federal union! 

While there is criticism of the 
idea “there 1s a strong group which 
has feltythat the old expedients 
haye falled to mect the needs of 
our modern industrial age," he sald, 
New political apparatus “would 
hot eliminate friction, 1 can fore- 
see all sorts of friction between 
the United States nnd Canada, and 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, following the war.” 

Professor Maddox then sald he 
Wished “to reassure Senator Gouin 
his fears of a possible existence of 
Some secret plot in the United 
States to annex French Canada 
need not be entertained by him.”
